Jus given to trade by the activities of the State, 
and tho groat development of national undoer- 
takings and resources, auch as railways, canals, 
forests, &0,. have enabled tho German Empire 
to chook cmigration pnd to keop ita rapidly in- 
eveasing population af home during the last two 
decades, : 3 ; 

The pressing problems for tha Government 
are; How long can Germany cope with tho in- 
‘ercaso in the woy that’ sho -haa dono hitherto, 
and in what direction will sho agek fresh: outlots 
whon the nocessity for them can bo on longor 
mat by the creation of uew channels of employ- 
mont at homo? . . . 

Tho population of the German Empire is ia- 
crousing at the rate of a milliona yoar, — Batwoou 
1870 and 1905 it rose from 40,818,000 to 
60,641,000, It now stands at ovor 65,000,000. 
At tho samo time, the density is still compara- 
tively Jow, boing 290.4 persons per aquare mile, 
as compargd with 344 persons to the square mile 
in the United Kingdom, 588 to the square milo 
in Belgium, and 409 in Holland. : 

Assaming—rather arbitrarily, [ must confess 
—that (be empire could without congestion sup- 
port a total population equal to'the present ratio 
eof Rhincland and: Westphalia combined, giving 
992 to the square mile, there would be room for 
an inorcase to 116 millions, or some 50 
millions beyond the present figure, so that if 
the existing rote of maltiplication continued, 
the growth of nother 30 years or go could still 
de absorbed, Thirty years, however, arc only B 
poye in tho life-history of a great and virile 
nation, aud the stotesmanship which did not 
ook much furthor ahead would, be lamentably 
wanting in discernment.

Austria, with its area of 
115,900 square miles, haga density of 226 persons

Hero arisen thefobstacle to what may otherwise 
be regarded by Germany as an attractive 
schome, ‘ho Pan-Gormans, who. never yet 
faced hard facts seriouvly, ignore’ one fatal 
objection to their pet proposal’ for drawing 
tovethor the German-speaking pooples. Of the 
26 million or moro inhabitants of the Austrian 
monarehy, only adout o third are Gorman by 
longuage, and o far amallor dumber are German 
by sentiment, whilo the remaining two-thirds 
are made up of nt least a dozon races. 

It ia obvious, thon, that the nationality 
difficulty. alone would make any sach accession 
of territory more dangerona for Gormany than 
a Grovian gift, for among’ the 2 ustrina race, 
ato 4} million Poles, and in » presont, Polish 
population of far less extent Germany hax 
already in the East of Prussia a larger problam 
than it can digest; furthermore, the fact that 
the population of Austria ia overwhelmingly 
Romon Catholic would grevtly intensify oon- 
fessional feuds in Gormany..

Tho ontire aroaof Germany's 
over-gao possessions is roughly a million square 
milos, of which over ona.third fall to Mast’ 
Africa, about one-fiftli to Cameroon, less than 
onu-third'to South: Weat Africa, and tho rost.to 
Now Guinea and other islands of the Pacific. 
Agaizist a native population estimated at some 
13 millions, the whites number 25,000 at told, of 
whom 21,000 are Gorman sottlers, military, and

The 
number’ of Gorman emigrants to Brazil alone 
‘probably falls little below 100,000, and nstarel 
growth has moro then trébled this number, sc 
that now there are whole districts in the south 
of the Ropublic which are quite German in life 
and language. .

The German colonies in Brazil havo, indeed, 
become. so large:as to be regarded for some 
reason ‘a8 a menace: to the State, and measnres 
are raid to be contemplated with a view to 
breaking dowa their influence.

It ‘thay. bo 
granted thot if Germany wants lerritory for 
colonisation it might zo mvch farther 
without faring as well. The Government of 
Mesopotamia alone, with its ares of 143,250 
square miles—an area exceoding by 11 per cent. 
that of tha United Kingdom—offers an enor- 
mous field for ‘colonisation, inasthuch as it hoe 
only nine persone to the square mile, making it
